B. International Days of Protest 
October 15-16, 1965 


1. At Chicago, Illinois 


The October 11, 1965, edition of the "Roosevelt 
Torch," a weekly publication of Roosevelt University, Chicago, 
contains an article entitled, “Student Strike for Peace Planned 
for Friday by Roosevelt Viet Nam Committee" points out that the 
Roosevelt Students Against the War in Viet Nam have issued a 
call for a student strike as part of an international protest 
against the var in Viet Nam to take place op October 15, 1965. 
The protest, which is international, is sponsored by tbe National 
Coordinating Committee to End the War in Viet Nam and Students 
for & Democratic Society and scheduled for October 15 aad 16, 
1965. BERNARD-FARBER, a member of the Roosevelt Committee said, 
"The stopping of the var is more important than going to classes 
one day." 


The above article sets out activities at Boosevelt 
University for the day, which is to culminate vith a gathering 
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“at 2:00 p.m. at Buckingham Fountain, Chicago, with other par- 
ticipating campus" Groupe in Chicago for a rally. Speakers 
will bé NANCY GITLIN, SDS National Council and EARL-8ILBAR, 
Regional Coordinator of the Committee. Following the rally 
at 3:00 p.m. there will be a march to the induction center 
at 615 West Van Buren, Chicago, where an anti-draft demon- 
stration will be held. ۱ 


On October 15, 1965, demonstrations protesting 
United States involvement in the war in Viet Nam vere observed 
by Special Agents of the FBI at Chicago at various locations. 


Ai Roosevelt University on Michigan Avenue at Congress 
Eapressway Special Agents of the FBI observed at about 10:30 
a.m. approximately 35 pickets protesting against United States 
action in Viet Nam. / `

The Chicago "Sun-Times," a daily Chicago newspaper, 
October 16, 1965 edition, carried an account of two students 
at Roosevelt University vho clashed on October 15, 1965, over 
a sign carried by MICHAEL GAINER, anti-Viet Nas picketer, which 
read, “I only followed orders--ADOLPE EI ann.” GAIWER was 
quoted as saying, “It was meant to make people think.”

Approximately 37 students were observed by Special 
Agents of the FBI leaving the University of Chicago caspus 
at ‘approximately 11:40 a.m., October 15, 1965. Three of these 
stüdents marched to the downtown area of Chicago carrying signs 
protesting tho war in Viet Naa. f 


At approximately 2:15 p.m. the University of Chicago 
picketeers were obscrved arriving at Buckingham Poumtaim in 
Grant Park on the Chicago lake front. This group vas joined 
by a crowd of approximately 150 demonstrators already assembled. 
Included in this number vas a contingent from Roosevelt University. 
In the meantime, approximately 75 anti-picket desonstrators 0 
observed in the vicinity of Buckingham Fountain.

` RICHARD FLACKS, University of Chicago Professor, who stated 
that the var in ‘Viet Nam is the first instance in history 

in which a power has bombed a friendly nation. He said 
that 1f any other country committed these acts of aggression, 
the United States would be justifiably indignant. Therefore, 
acts of disobedience are in order in protesting this actioa 
and refusal to serve in any army fighting such a war is jus- 
tified based upon what came out of the Mureaberg trials. 


At approximately 3:30 p.m. the demonstrators left 
Buckingham Fountain and ‘proceeded to the United States Army 
Induction Center, 615 West Van Buren Street, Chicago. This 
group consisted of approximately 250 pickets, and a group of 
counterpickets numbering about 75 left at the same time. 

Geo. 

The group of counterpickets arrived at the induction 
center at approximately 4:00 p.m. and proceeded to demonstrate 
in an orderly fashion in front of the entrance to the taductton 
center. When the anti-Viet Nam demonstrators arrived at about 
4:10 p.m., they were unable to demonstrate any closer than one- 
half a block from the entrance. Due to the Counterpickets, the 
anti-Viet Nam demonstrators picketed until approzimately 5:15 
p.m. when tbey dispersed. 


Special Agents of the FBI observed about 250 pickets 
at the induction center participating in the anti-Viet Nam denon- 
strations and included among tpese were the fol losing:

In his opening remarks LEIS vas critical of the 
United States intervention in Viet Nam and escalation of the 
war policy of President JOHNSON. LE vas also critical of 
Attorney General KATZENBACH by stating that, “Be should start 
a new Nuremberg tríal to see who is responsible for the cold- 
blooded murders in Viet Nam. KATZENBACH で mm' て stop this sove- 
ment for peace, and for every peacentzerrested there will be 
5,000 men to take his place." 


LEIS also warned KATZEMBACH “that the decent people 
of Algeria revolted a few years ago and the seme thing vill 

happen here in the United States." He did not expound oa this 
statenent. 
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LENS introduced BOB ROSS who ridiculed Senator 

DODD and Senator EASTLAND's accusations of communists being 
involved in draft-dodging propaganda that is being passed 
on to the youth of America. ROSS considered it not being 

+ draft-dodging but political opposition to the var in Viet 
Nan. ROSS accused the colleges of collaborating vith the 
Draft Boards in furnishing them with the names of students 

` with low grades. This should be stopped through the organi- 
zed effort of the peace movement. 


Next came DICK GREGORY, who in jokes and remarks 
Supported the peace movement. He spent several minutes of 
his time criticizing capital punishment and the support it 
received from the Christian clergy. He was almo critical of 
the extreme emphasis and work done by people involved in the 
peace movement, for example, nothing has been done for the 
civil rights movement to the extent of this weekend's dcsoo- 


strations against the var in Viet Nam carried on in hundreds 
of cities, 


LENS then gave a collection speech in which he 
stated that ninety percent of the ammunition used in the war 
is manufactur in the United States. The amount of money 
collected was not announced. The last speaker vas DAVE 
DELLINGER. He said he vas the leader and main coordinator 
of the public demonstration in New York City yesterday, the 
first one to walk down Sth Avenue. 16 said the peace move- 
ment aust not lose might of its non-violent methods. Also, 
he made several references to America becoming similar to 
Nazi Germany, and that the political opinions of the peace 
movement are most necessary to maintain some desocratic 
action in America. He said President JOHXSOB has the enne 
type of welfare program now that HITLER had in Germany in 
the 1930's. He believes the peace movement is the only force 
fighting the "gradulism" of President JOHNSON that is similar 
to the gradul iss“ developed in Mazi Germany by NITLEB in the 
1930's. 
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The above affair, sponsored by tbe Chícago Peace 
Council, originally had been scheduled to take place on 
October 15 and 16, 1965, apparently in conjunction with 
the International Days of Protest. It vas to have been 
* held at the Midland Hotel, Chicago; however, the Chicago 
Peace Council, with whom the SDS has had some affiliatfon, 
could not get the space desired and at tbe last moment, 
they had to secure the use of Mc Cormick Place.

2. At De Kalb, Illinois 


The October 17, 1965, edition of the "Rockford 
Morning Star," Rockford, Illinois, a daily newspaper carried 
an article concerning the protest march in De Kalb, Illinois, 
on October 16, 1965. The march vas sponsored by the SDS at 
Morthern Illinois University and approximately 50 protesters 
participated. The SDS contingent was protesting United States 
intervention in Viet Nam and a group of otber Students, about 
100 in number, followed this group expressing their support 
of the Adniniskration's policy in Viet Mem. The march vas 
described as peaceful. 


273. SDSers' Reaction to 
٤ Desonstrations 


Following the International Days of Protest ۵۵0۵ 
strations October 15 and 16, 1965, many officers, staff ders 
and rank and file members of the SDS nationally and locally in 
Chicago were elated over the publicity they had received over 
whät they considered the "success of the demonstrations." Bov- 
‘ever, some of the above were disappointed with the success of 
the demonstrations and some were concerned as to expected action 
against then هه‎ the government effecting their draft status. 
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In regard to the demonstrations, one SDSer said that 
e feared that tremendous pressure had been placed upon the 
government which would not sit idlely by, and although he feared 
that the SDS’ actions were perfectly "legal," he feared "they", 
might be "framed" by a government informant working in their 
midst. 


In addition to the above, after newspaper artícles 
* had carried statements about communists being active in the 

demonstrations by United States Attorney EDWARD V. HANRAHAN, 
Chicago, J. EDGAR HOOVER, Director, FBI and Attorney General 
NICHOLAS D. KATZENBACH, national leaders of the SDS in Chicago 
wanted to confront United States Attorney HANRABAR in the pre- 
sence of the press at hig. office regarding his alleged state- 
ments and other statemedts that had appeared in tbe press.

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X. ACTIVITIES OF THE SDS 
NATIONALLY 


A. Anti-Draft Progras 


An article by JULES WITCOVER, Advance Mews Bureau, 
appearing in the "Staten Island, New York Advance," Staten 
Island, New York, September 22, 1965, entitled, “Students 
Map Nationwide Anti-Draft Campaign," bylined, “Bloomington, 
Indiana“ states that the SDS National Council had recently 
met in the vicinity of Bloomington, Indiana, and they are 
recommending to their membership that draft-age students 
and recent graduates try to stall the draft mechanisa by 
filing hundreds and thousands of conscientious objector 
forms to thé : draft. 


CLARK OGLESBY, President of the SDS, explained 
the Council's decision in an interview. According to OGLESBY, 
the 8DS will flood American canpuscs with information about 
the war which will enable students to "get a better grasp of 
the 20th century U.S. imperialisa.™ 


. | ' According to OGLESBY, the SDS will aggressively 
advance its views that this war is a "revolution," and that 
the United States should stay out. 


However, OGLESBY said, “But I'm not so sure we'll 
urge a man to take steps against the draft." He added, "If 
he believes his actions should conform with his thoughts, he 
will make a moral docision on his own." 


OGLESBY said 8DS will assemble a legal staff to ad- 
vise persons how to file a conscientious objector form, and 
make sure they know "they'11 be taking risks that could burn 
them long and deep." 


The SDS President, who spoke agaíast United States 
participation in the Viet Nam var at Japanese tcach-ins in 
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Tokyo in August, said SDS will not solicit other protest 

groups to join the anti-draft drive, but it is probable they 

will. He noted earlier reports about a chapter of the Mississippi 
Freedom Democratic Party urging Negroes to refuse to serve and said 
1 1s possible the MFDP will jump aboard. Bi ER OP 59:5: ORGANZATICÉ

"2. Circulation of petitions indicating the signer's 
refusal to fight in Vietnam... 


"3. Demonstrations against local draft boards, es- 
pecially against any illegal action or constitution of the boards. 
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(Many draft boards have military personel working for them 
which is against the law.) " 


"4. Circulation of booklets to young men of draft 


age which will indicate ways that they can avoid military ser- 
vice. * 


"5. Education of- people about the facts of the war 
in Vietnam so that larger segments of the American public will 
be informed about the immoral nature of this war. 


"6. Demonstrations against college and university 
cooperation with the cold var effort. (For example, protesting 
the university's tacit approval of conscription through its 
cooperation with draft boards. -~ 

"7. These projects could conceivably result in po- 
litical trials of those coordinating and participating in the 
anti-draft movement. Therefore, consideration should be given 
to political trials as a means of presenting the moral basis 
for opposition to the draft. 


"Another s tion was that there should be a conscious 
attempt to undermino the image of the military as a symbol of 
strength and masculinity. An attempt should be made to show 


mäitary training for what it really is: becoming hired killers, 
dehumanization, etc. 


"The anti-draft movement could cooceiveably be one 
which would include both those directly affected by coascription 


and those indirectly affected. Tbe possible constituencies of 
this movement would include: 


*1. Students in Universities. 


"2. Non-student draft age young men. 
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"3. High ۰ . 


"4. Mothers, girl friends, and other relatives 
and friends of draft age young men. し 


"5. Leafloting young men at induction centers who.

"Also suggested vas support for DAVID MITCHELL who 
is objecting to the var effort on moral grounds. 


"One of the major questions was how would the anti- 
draft movement fit into the SDS program. Proposals bave been 
for a conference including pcople both in and outside of the 
movement to air ideas and plan for future activities. Suggestions 
have been that the National SDS Office print Ifterature for dis- 
tribution, p roviddegal aid and organize a workshop to train 
people for a tivity against the draft. Also thought important 
as activities for thc National Office included publicizing the 
number of people fighting thc draft to lend support and cohes- 
iveness for those people that are working against the draft and 
often feel that they are gcnerally alone in their activities; 
and organizing around political trials, 1f held. 
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The above newsletter on page 16, in reference to 
“anti-Draft Programming," contains information from PAUL 
BOOTH of the Oakland OD unity Project, Oakland, California, 
that“ the West Oakland ERAP project has embarked on a program 
to combat Selective Service. We are trying to arganise 
around the issue by getting kids to file the conscientious ` 
objector form. We have been leafleting the induction center 
in Oakland - which gives physicals for all of northern 
California - with the message being an informational one: 
if youoppose the var, you can try to get e. o. status, and if 


it is den, you can appeal it and bold the draft off for at 
least & year. 


e "If thousands ét young people avail themselves of 
the legitimate procedures for the c.o. form, this could be 
both a way of registering protest and of clgging up tbe draft 
system. We hope to h kids in the neighborbood as well 

as at the point of induction; we're working with people from 
the Vietnam Day Community Project in setting up a meeting 
this Saturday for the Park in our neigbborbood. 


"We've been getting a very good resgpase fron 
Negro high school kids, and expect to have an exciting program 
at McClysounds H.8. once school resumss in the middle of 
September. ۱۷۵۲ 11 be trying to get people to file for c.o., 
and to form collective defense committees which would work 
out „legal defense strategies and would try to recruit sore 
people to 1110 the form. 


"We've been leafleting at the recruiting center 
this week, and got sose people definitely saying they would 
file. Generally, we stirred up a satisfying amount of 
interest, enough to convince us that the program is و‎ 


"People all over the country should do this. We're 
going to get SDS to put out two publicatican -- a guide to filing 
for the c.o. form (maybe a 4-page doallie vith a facsimile 
of the form and some suggested answers), and a guide of greater 
length called 'How to Cool the Military," which would include 
all the hints for beating the system we've garwared fros bull 
sessions around the country, and sone indicatias of the rieks 
each gimmick bears. 
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"Throughout our thinking runs the following thread-- 
that we are searching for gimmicks that snatch some political 
content out of personal escape tactics. For publishing this 
booklet, we will probably incur federal prosecution -- a 
political trial in which well have the secret sympathies of 
every young guy who hes seen the booklet. It should receive 
massive circulation. And the c.o. filing program should be just 
as widely noted as the draft-dodging marriages bave been, and 
much solider proof of popular opposition to the war." 


Following the above is an article from TODD GITLIN, 
Chicago, which states an anSwer to an SDS memo concerning 
passing out conscientious objector applications to non- 
Students on the street as "an alternative, or at least a stall 
to the draft." Continuing, the article states:

"As I told Paul Booth (Oakland ERAP Project), thie‏ 
seens to me one of the best programs, maybe the best.

“I’ve little doubt that when guys Say they ro 
actually asking for Form 150 that they've either done so or 
intend to do so or wish in their heart of hearts that they 
had the guts to do so. Question, bow can you snowball those 
individualized requests or wishful thoughts into a communal 
stall that can be publicly kr.own, and, wore important, 0 
by other kids you're trying to get to do the same thing? 1 
think we need som kind of registration system. You station 
yourselves at both the entrarce to and exit froe the 
examination process. At the ontrance, you do what you guys 
are doing: pose the alternative, give out iaformation on 
C.O. At the exit, you ask guys who asked for (and got) Fora 
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150 to signify by signing a list. You ars then isa position 
to (1) publicíze the numbers of guys who got forms, (2) have 
names for follow-up, which is to ne an obvious necessity: You 
will want to keep in touch with thes to offer legal advice, 
call on them for leaf let ing, (In accordance with the principle. 
that approaches to kids are best made by people who are either 
congenitally invulnerable to tbe draft or no less vulnerable 
than the kids themselves.) Kids might be reluctant to sign a 
list, but this should be ascertained, pot just guessed at. I 
would think that they would want to keep in touch with you 

and that this ipperative would outweigh the privatization 
impulse, but I might be wrong. In any case, numbers should be 
kept. Certainly an analysis of what you guys are doing should 
be written and circulated (ERAP Bewsletter, Vietnam 

Newsletter ) ‘Also recommend Locker*s idea of arching the 
draft board ad telling guys who these(obecese-) are who're 
trying to get their heads blown off. f the C.O. alternative 
isn't an onadulterated success, you'll want to saistain a 


battery of alternatives that guys can choose from. Drawing 
that up 1s one of the jobs of the | toa meeting. 


"Organizing students: Booth asked ne what I thought. 
Originally I vas more excited about rallying ordinary kids. 
Then Locker read me an interview with the head of Mt higan 
Selective Service. This worthy gentleman pointed out that 
there were 76,000 students in Michigan (presumably this 
includes pert-times, kids in junior and community colleges, 
etc.) and that 20,000 of the lousy brats would be drafted. 

If such is the case, the campos should be fertile aoil for an 
anti-draft movement. The advantage is that male students 

could, I suspect, be more effective organizers ca the campus 
than off. I think we could tip over some campuses if we push

A "worklist Mailing”, Volume 10, No. 21, dated 
September 30, 1965, obtained from SDS Headquarters, 1103 East 
63rd Street, Chicago, along with a sample leaflet for

The Students for a Dcr tic Society is ə youth affiliate 
of the League for Industria! Democracy, tbe successor to the 
Inter-Collegiate Socialist Society, which was organized in 1905. 
The stated purpose of the Inter-Collegiate Socialist Society at tbe 
time it vas formed vas to mobilize college professors, students and 
graduates to teach socialism and collective ownership to college 
students, teachers, professional men, and communities at large 
throughout tbe country. 


The founding convention of this organization vas held at 
Port Huron, Michigan, in June, 1962. At this convention s atatement 
called the "Port on Statement" was drafted and has became the 
“bible” of this group. Tbe statement covered a variety of subjects 
including peace, poverty and civil rights, which have became the 
main areas of concern of this organization. In this statement tbe 
communist system was condemned because it "rests on tbe total 
suppression of organized opposition as well as a vision of the 
future in the name of which much buman life bas been sacrificed.” 
At the same tire it was noted thst "An unreasoning anti-communian 
bas become a major social problem for those who want to construct 
a more democratic America." 


1 Aims and 


The constitution of the Btudents for a Democratic Bociety 
describes it as "an association of young people on tbe left." A 
bulletin issued by the organization outlines tbe purpose as follows:

proposals included plans to "tie up" traffic in Washington, 
marches on several Government buildings and a “sit-in” and 
"fast-in" on the White House lawn. One of the most comprebensive 
proposals was made by Clark Kíssinger wbo introduced the 
“Kissinger Plan“ for ending tbe war in Vietnam, Kissinger 
observed that ordinary—demonstrations and acts of civil 
disobedience are no longer effective because police have become 
too efficient and adept at handling these demonstrations. He 
called for massive and organized violations of the Espionage Act 
of 1917 by Students for a Democratic Society sanbhsrs which would 
result in mass arrests and a "political trial" of the organization. 
Kissinger ed that Students for a Democratic Society members 
attempt to er military bases, distribute leaflets which would 
demoralize servicemen, and urge servicemen to desert or adopt 
devibus ways of avoiding duty in Vietnam.

anyone from participating in its activities, it is 
difficult to determine tbe identities of members of tbe 
organization. Since tbe objectives of the Students for 
a Democratic Society closely parallel those of the ; 
Communist Party, however, Communist Party members often 
participate in activity sponsored by the Students for a 
Democratic Society. An example of this vas the Students 
for a Democratic Bociety-sponsored "March on Vasbington" 
to protest United States action in Vietnam which took 
place on April 17, 1965.

Cultural Clubs of Chicago (JCCC) bave offices at 3300-3314 West: 
Lawrence Avenue, Chicago, Illinois. MAX HAINAN is President and 
SAM CHEIFETZ is Executive Secretary. A City Committee of elected 
officers from tbe nine affiliated Clubs comprises tbe governing 
body. JCCC is a membership organization. Mesbersbip includes 
many former members of tbe Jewish People's Fraternal Order- 
International Workers Order * 


While tbe JCCC edem: it is not responsible or a part 
of any other organization of a similar character, and pays no 
dues to a national body and receives no directives from same, 
tbe National Secretary of the Jewish Cultural Clubs and Societies 
of New York was tbe main speaker at tbe 1965 Annual Conference of 
JCCC and noted there were 129 clubs in "our movement." The 
“National Office” was also thanked for sending tbe 1 
Secretary to tbe Conference. 


This source advised on May 11, 1965, that tbe perspectives 
of the JCCC adopted at tbe Annual Conference of tbe JCCC on 
October 22, 196 remain the same. They include positioas oa 
peace, civil rights, growing anti-Semitisa, and rising pro-Nazi 
tendencies. Perspectives urge support for tbe peace soveuents 
against/tbe threat of a third nuclear war and call for intensifi- 
cation of cultural activities. 


A second source advised in February, 1964,tbat MAI 
RAIKAN no longer attended Communist Party (CP) msetings but had 
recently been contacted by some leading usabers of tbe CP of 
Illinois and vas considered by tbem to be a coemunist. 


Tbe second source advised on March 26, 1964, that SAM 
CHEIFETZ was then a member of the Illinois CP.

These clubs and societies still asintais a sedical
